This spirit is a compound. Tt 
is made up in part of democratic 
feeling, in part of respect and 
love for the Nation, and in part 
of Americanism. 

The United States army ha; 
always been and will always re 
main a democratic army. Every 
man in the army is made to fee] 
that his brains and his individual 
ity count for something. [t is 
not merely a big, soulless 
that moves with machaniecal pre. 
cision. It is a “‘team.”’ Each 
man in the team is presumed to 
be intelligent and self-reliant. 


Every United 


States now has or will have cer- 


citizen of the 


tain duties to perform, certain 
sacrifices to make. The burden 
does not rest wholly upon you 


and other men who take up arms. 
It rests in part also upon the 
men and women who stay behind. 
For modern war on a big scale 
demands that the whole Nation, 
in a sense, should go to war. The 
tasks required of some may be 
harder than the tasks required 
of others, but all of them are 
necessary in order to make sure 
of the result. 

Many manufacturers and work- 
ers—often women as well as men 
—must give up their own work 
and plans in order to produce 
war supplies. Those who remain 
they now are—because 
ihey are engaged in some occupa- 
tion just as necessary in war as 
in peace, such as farming, min- 
‘ng, running railroads, and the 
like—must go at their work with 
‘edoubled energy and without ex- 
;ecting profits for themselves; it 
vould be a great mistake if 
everyone were taken away from 
tiese necessary lines of effort 
ur order to join the colors as a 
soldier, All must carry a heavy 
bicrden of taxation. 

‘Certain men—among whom 
you are one—have been or will

You and your fellow soldiers are 
scleeted from the young men of 
the country who are best fitted 
for military: service. 

This process of organizing the 
whole country for war cannot, 
of course, be completed in a 
cay.
